The production of our original catalog was an ambitious, difficult 
and costly undertaking. We were determined to eventually make 
our Flower Book the bible of perennials, featuring peonies, iris 
and daylilies. 


All illustrations shown in our catalog must be our own flowers. 
We photographed peonies in full bloom from our own fields in nat- 
ural colors—‘Kodachromes” and from these negatives we made 
color plates for our exclusive use. This was not the customary 
practice, which was to use available stock color plates. Our pic- 
tures must be true to name and as near an exact reproduction of 
variety it represented as was humanly possible by the camera and 
the engraver. The taking of color pictures from the actual blooms 
from our own fields was quite an undertaking, requiring a great 
deal of time and costing considerable money. We made a hundred 
or more color shots, but when these were developed, only a com- 
parative few—16 in all, passed our censorship. And, of course, 
all of these were not perfect, but they were representative of the 
varieties selected and described. We determined to take more and 
better color shots for our next (1950) edition, and we did, as our 
new catalog shows.

Peonies In our listing will be found some of the most 


noteworthy peonies in commerce. Some of the most recent origina- 
tions, as well as some of the outstanding creations that have stood 
the test of time and are presented for your consideration. All of 
the 1,400 varieties are not listed, for the reason stocks on some of 
these are limited and others that do not test out will be discarded. 
In our peonies we are fortunate in having a very choice stock of 
the famous Nicholls and Kelsey varieties. Last fall we added sev- 
eral of Professor Sanders new varieties. 


We are continuing with our hybridizing of peonies as Jim bed- 
bed about 100,000 seeds last fall. He and Aunt Alice (Mrs. Gordon 
T. Nightingale) formerly a plant pathologist with the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, who flew from Hawaii to Sarcoxie two 
years ago to aid him in his hybridizing, succeeded last summer 
in obtaining six rare crosses with the single yellow flowering 
Mlokosewitschi. We hope for favorable results. It will take time 
to determine this. 


In compiling this issue, we have added a great number of new 
varieties and in our descriptions we have endeavored to paint a 
word picture that would convey a true impression of the variety 
to enable any prospective purchaser to form his own deductions 
and make his own evaluations of the various offers. While the 
descriptions are mainly the introducers or written by experts, we 
can agree practically 100% with the word picture given. We hope 
you will find this catalog equally as alluring as our previous issue. 

We want to call your special attention to the new varieties we 
offer in this catalog of the late E. F. Kelsey, as well as those of 
Colonel J. C. Nicholls. Both of these gentlemen rank very high 
as originators of unique peonies. Four years ago we acquired half 
of the entire stock of Messrs. Kelsey and Nicholls. These plants 
have made substantial growth since their removal from New York 
State and should give a good account of themselves during the 
next blooming season in May. 


In these collections you will find some of the finest peonies 
ever produced. In addition to their first purchase, we also bought 
all of the hand crossed seedlings of Col. J. C. Nicholls. This sec- 
ond purchase of peonies consisted of 124 new varieties, and we 
now have them growing at Sarcoxie. There was only one clump 
of each variety, so it will be a few years before we can offer 
them. Many are outstanding and you are invited to visit our 
grounds to see them in bloom. 


Our constant testing and studying of new introductions, we hope, 
will enable us to evaluate them thoroughly, and this material or 
information we have acquired is available to our customers. While 
we have been growing peonies for sixty-four years, we do not know 
all there is to know about them. 

For the past twenty-four years we have been hybridizing and 
have several nice varieties of our own. One of our new varieties, 
HARGROVE HUDSON, is geing offered for the second time in 
this catalog, and is featured in color on page 9. While we cannot 
say it is the best peony we have ever seen, it is a very good one 
and has created much favorable comment here. We feel certain 
you will like it as much as we. You will also find two new varie- 
ties of our peonies, offered for the first time and pictured in 
color—J. C. Legg, page 11, and the Mighty Mo., page 19.

PAEONIA (Peony. Piney. Paeony ) 


The Paeonia or Peony was named after the mythical phy- 
sician, Paeon. The Peony is especially attractive and an im- 
portant flower-garden perennial, as it is prized for the 
showy spring and early summer blooms. The species num- 
ber about 25 in Europe and Asia, and one small flowered 
species, P. Brownii, in California. Peonies are among the 
dozen commonest and best hardy herbaceous perennials. By 
variation and hybridization, the garden forms are now very 
many. The herbaceous Peony has come into great promi- 
nence in the recent years. The merits of the plant have been 
recognized by the organization, in 1903, of the American 
Peony Society. The reasons for the popularity of the mod- 
ern race of herbaceous Peonies is given by Coit to be the 
ease with which they are grown, hardiness, permanence in 
the garden when once established, large size and wide range 
in color and form of the very showy flowers, fragrance of 
many of the varieties, freedom from disease and insects, use- 
fulness both for cut-flowers, and for landscape effects. 

The easiest and most satisfactory method of propagation 
of the herbaceous Peonies is by division of the large, thick 
roots. The roots may be lifted and divided any time from 
the middle of August until the stalks appear again in the 
spring. The best time is in the early autumn, when the cut 
surfaces soon callus over and new rootlets form before the 
frosts set in. Cut off the leaves and separate into as many 
divisions as can be made with an eye (or as many eyes as 
desired—we use 3-5 eyes per division) to each tuber. In 
digging, care should be taken that all of the tubers are dug 
up; for if not, they may remain dormant a season and then 
produce a shoot, giving rise to the many stray plants fre- 
quently found in old beds. Tubers divided without an eye 
should be planted, as they often act in a similar way, and 
make a showing above the ground in two years’ time. 

Propagating by seed is somewhat tedious; and is em- 
ployed only for the increasing distinct species, and for ob- 
taining new varieties. The seeds should be gathered as soon 
as ripe and kept damp until sown in November. A mulch 
the first season will keep the ground moist and prevent

weeds from growing. Usually, two years are required for 
the seed to germinate, and three more years before a well- 
developed bloom can be expected. 


Peonies grow in all kinds of soil, but do best in deep, rich, 
rather moist loam. A clay subsoil, if well drained, is very 
beneficial when blooms are desired; but the tubers ramify 
more in lighter soils if grown for propogating purposes. In 
preparing the bed, trench the soil thoroughly two or more 
feet deep, working in a great quantity of well rotted cow 
manure, as the plants are gross feeders. The ground should 
be kept well tilled, and an annual top dressing put above 
the plants in November. They should have a liberal supply 
of water at all times, and especially while in bloom. The 
eyes should be set two inches below the surface. In trans- 
planting, it is a good plan to remove all the old earth so as 
to start with fresh unimpoverished soil next to the roots. 
The flowers produced on small divided plants are likely to 
be imperfect, but when established a plant will continue to 
bloom if undisturbed for upward to 20 years. During the 
period of blooming, an inconspicuous Wire support is desir- 
able, as a heavy rain often beats down the flowers. Peonies 
do fairly well in partial shade, which prolongs and intensi- 
fies the color of the bloom, and therefore may be used to 
advantage to brighten up somber nooks. Blooming season 
ranges from middle of May through June. Blooming season 
here is May only. They grow one to four feet high and are 
suitable for planting in front of shrubbery, along driveways, 
and are especially pleasing when entering a distant vista. 


The old flowers should be cut off, so that no unnecessary 
seed follicles will be formed, and thereby exhaust the plant. 
It is important to remove the faded foliage or stalks on all 
Peonies the latter part of August or first of September, so 
that it may not interfere with the next year’s shoots. To se- 
eure extra-fine blooms on double flowering varieties, remove 
the lateral buds as soon as formed. When the first lateral 
bud is retained instead of the terminal one, a later period 
of blooming is secured.

Very late 
bloomer and a consistent winner at our National Peony Shows 
in this color class. 


BLUSH (Nicholls, 1941) Each $4.00 


Here is a peony that is unusually attractive and appealing to 
the eye.

GROW DAYLILIES THIS WAY 


1. Daylily plants on arrival look deceptively small. But space 
your early varieties 2 feet apart and the July bloomers 3 to 4 feet 
from each other. Make the soil loose and enrich with plant food. 
Set plants at former level as shown by soil line on leaves. Make 
sure they'll get sun six hours a day. 


2. Bloom stems will lean toward the light, so locate your day- 
lilies for the best display. Though each flower lasts in perfection 
one day only, the branching heads contain 10 to 50 buds each, 
enough to keep each plant in bloom for one to three weeks. 


3. Set dwarf early daylilies in rock garden or to bloom with iris. 
Count on taller midsummer kinds blooming with your roses, clema- 
tises and phlox. Remove wilted flowers daily. Through the hottest 
part of summer, water daylilies heavily to increase size of your 
flowers. Contrast reds with palest yellows.

A very tall, deep yellow iris.. Flowers are borne on well-brench- 
ed stalks.

A very large flower of creamy golden tan with an overtone of 
light apricot-copper H. M., 1939. 38 inches. 


GLORIOLE (Gage, 1933) Each 50c 


M. 40 inches. Huge frosty pale blue with excellent substance. 


GOLDEN EAGLE (D. Hall, 1941) H. M., 1942) 
Each 75c, 3 for $2.00 


A brilliant light yellow with a satiny sheen. The largest flower 
to bloom in our gardens. It increases remarkably fast and is 
a very free bloomer.
